New Year at the Elysee. 

Paris, January 1:.—The new year recep- 
tion at the Elysee palace was attendea 
by the foreigr diplomats, government 
officials and members of the chamber of 
deputies. The diplomats “were presented 
to President Loubet by the dorien of the 
corps, Mgr. Rinaldini, the apostolic nun- 
clo, who made a speech in which he con- 
veyed the good wishes of the foreign 
representatives to the first magistrate uf 
the republic. He referred to the sym- 
pathy which the entire world entertain- 
(. for France. suring this sympathy 
had: been particularly expressed tr ihe 
ecndoiences concerning the Martinique 
cisaster. 

In his reply, President Loubet said he 
commenced the New Year with feelings 
of human brotherhood which this disas- 
ter. had evoked. ‘The president after- 
wards talked for some time with the 
different foreign representatives. 

During the day congratulatory tele- 
zrams were exchanged between the min- 
isters of war of Russia afd France. 

Practically the entire American colony 
in Paris attended the New Year's recep- 
tion of Ambassador Porter. A number 
of visiting Americans, representing a!- 
most every state in the union, were pres- 
ent, and many Parisians of social prom- 
inence were seen in the throng which 
filled the salons of the embassy. The 
rooms were handsomely decorated with 
Christmas greens and an orch:stra piay- 
ed througho the afterncon.

CASTRO ON HIS KNEES 
AND POWERS PLEASED 
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COMMODORE SCHEDER, 
Commanding German Fleet in Venezuelan Waters, 
Threatened To Bombard Maracaibo—Map Showing \Location of 
Margarita Island and of Maracaibo. 
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Berlin Announces That the Answer of Venezuelan 
President Is an Unqualified Acceptance of 
the Proposals to Arbitrate. 


Caracas, January 1.—The arbitration 
propositions of the foreign powers and 
the counter propositions of Venezuela, 
exchanged througa Minister Bowen yes- 
terday, are said by a high /’enezuelan 
authority to be easily reconcilable, 

Germany Is Satisfied. 

Berlin, January 1.—President Castro's 
reply to tHe powers, through Minister 
Bowen, is substantially an. unqualified 
acceptance of their proposals to arbi- 
trate and the accompanying condit’ons. 
The foreign office here received ais an- 
swer today and is satisfied with its spirit. 
A further interchange of views, prepara- 
tory to signing the protocol, will take 
place in Washington. The only really 
important question to be settled is what 
shall be done with the blockade. A con- 
tinuance of the blockade was reli] Spon 
to ‘nasten the conclusion of the arbitra- 
tlon preliminaries, especially on the part 
of Venezuela. 

Castro Makes Conditions. 

Rome, January 1.—Foreilgn Minister 
Prinetti this afternoon received, through 
American Ambassador Meyer, Secretary 
Hay’s note communicating President 
Castro’s acceptance of The .Hague. arbi- 
tration in principle, but with an addi- 
tioral proposition which the government 
at Wasaington does not support. 

While reserve is maintained at the for- 
eign office with regard to the Venezuelan 
letter .it has been learned that the for- 
eign office considers the additional prop- 
osition made by President Castro as not 
likely of acceptance. Communications 
on this subject are now being exchanged 
with Germany and Great Britain. 

No Answer from Powers. 

Washington, January 1.—The rejoinders 
of the Eucp2an foretyza offices to Presi- 
dent Castro’s reply to their arbitration 
proposal have not reached Washington. 
This, however, occasions no surprise, as 
the holidays are. much more closely ob- 
served in European capitals than in 
Washington. Following the rule. which it 
has adopted in the treatment of corre- 
spondence passing. between Venezueia 
and the allies. the state department. sti!! 
declines'to make public any information 
respectin the details of President. Cas- 
| tro’s reply, but inquiry contirms the As- 
sociated Press representative that the re- 
port to the effect that Castro did attach 
a condition to the acceptance of the ar- 
bitration proposal and that condition was 
not indorsed by the Washington govern- 
ment.

“Frank X. Donnelly, of 76 Crew street, 
an employee of a weighing bureau and 
fofmerly. baggage clerk at the union de- 
pot, was run over and killed last night 
shortly after 10 d°’clock by switch engine 
No. 22, of the Western and Ajtlantic rail- 
road, almost directly beneath the Broad 
street bridge. The deceased’ was appa- 
réntly about sixty or sixty-five years of 
age. 

According to thé statement of F. C. 
Woodruff, a switchman, who was an 
eyewitness, Donnelly jumped on the track 
immediately in front of the engine. The 
switchman states that he instantly called 
“Look out! Look out!” and: endeavored 
to seize_Mr. Donnelly but that before he 
eould do so the man was struck by the 
engine and knocked down. According to 
the statement, Donnelly jumped on the 
track with his back to the engine and 
it i probable that he heard the ap- 
proach of the engine and made the mis- 
take of thinking it was on another track, 
jumping in its way while endeavoring 
to escape it. 

The engine was backing at the time 
of the accident, the switchman -having 
just thrown a switch and signaled the 
engineer to back. It is stated that the 
engine was moving slowly and that it 
had gone only 4 or 5 feet when Donnelly 
was struck. 

No hat was found on the scene and it 
is believed Donnelly was hatless when he 
jumped front of the, engine. 

Saw a Hatless Man. 

Patrolman Brown, whose beat is in that 
section of the business district, states 
that a man reported to him a short while 
before the accident that he noticed Don- 
nelly under the Whitehall street. viaduct 
bareheaded. He was evidently walking 
in the direction of the Broad street 
bridge when struck. The switchman says 
he did not notice him until he jumped in 
front of the engine.

Spartanburg, 8S: C.. January 1.—(Spe- 
Clal.)\—Three widows are endeavoring to 
obtain damages from the Southern rail- 
way on account of the death of Robert 
Simpson in the wreck of the fast mail, 
No, 35, whic oceurred in the city limits 
here on the morning of November 2. 

Simpson's body was carried to Green- 
ville for burial soon after the wreck, but 
the body was further removed to Pickens 
county, where the interment took place. 

Members of a well known legal firm of 
Greenville were approached by a negro 
woman claiming to be Simpson's widow, 
and application was made by the law- 
yers, as a result of the interview, for let- 
ters of administration upon the estate 
of the deceased, preparatory to bringing 
suit against the Southern railway for 
damages. 

The attorneys were making no especial 
haste to appear before a judge to secure 
letters patent for) Mrs. Simpson No. 1, 
but when they did appear they were over- 
whelmed to find that wife No. 2, from 
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es 


Pickens county, had through her attor- 
ney, M. F. Ansel, already secured the 
necessary papers making her the admin- 
istratrix of the deceased Simpson. 

The fight then began in earnest, and it 
was not long until it developed that 
widow No. 3 had through an attorney in 
this city also secured papers of adminis- 
tration in Spartanburg county and had 
filed a claim for $20,000 damages against 
the railroad for the death of her husband. 

Upon the discovery of wife No. 3 the 
attorneys for wife No. 1, McCullough & 
McSwain, served notice upon the counsel 
for the Southern railway that wife No. 1 
was the only true and legal representa- 
tive of the dead fireman, and that all 
others claiming to be the wife of the 
aforesaid Simpson are false and spurious 
Claimants who are seeking to recover 
damages by reason-of a casual acquaint- 
ance with the deceased. 

The legal battle which will ensue will 
be fought to the bitter end, and it is pre- 
dicted that the Southern railway may 
attempt to prove that the man who !s 
claimed bv three widows was never mar- 
ried at all.

Joseph R, Lamar, of Augusta, Ap- 
-— poin’ed To Succeed Him, 


Resignation, Which. Will Become 
Effective on 13th of Present 
Month, Was Largely Due 
to the Ill Health of 
Justice Little. 


Because of ill-health and the arduous 
duties of the office, ‘Associate Justice 
William A. Little yesterday resigned as 
a member of the supreme court of Geor- 
gia, and Colonel Joseph R. Lamar, of 
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HON. JOS. R. LAMAR, 
Of Augusta. 
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Augusta, was appointed by Governor Ter- 
rell to fill the place for the unexpired 
term. Justice Little's resignation takes 
effect January 13, and Judge Lamar hes 
accepted the appointment. 

Judge Little’s determination to retire 
from the supreme court bench came as a 
great surprise to his friends. In tender- 
ing his resignation he stated that afte: 
a service extending over six years he 
was convinced that, the confinement and 
difficult labor of the office, in view of th: 


heavy docket of the court, would un- 
doubtedly result in breaking down his 
health. 

He asked that his resignation take 
effect on the 123th, as by that time he 
would have completed his untinished 
business. Judge Little declared that he 


resigned with much reluctance and only 
after mature consideration. In justice to 
himself, he said, he felt there was 
other course for him to pursue. 
Appreciated the Honor. 

He expressed his great appreciation for 
the honor conferred upon him by the 
people of the state in electing him to the 
supreme court bench. 

In reply to the letter of resignation 
Governor Terrell gave expression to the 
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JUSTICE WILLiAM A. LITTLE, 

Wao Yesterday Tendered His 
Resignation from the Supreme 
Court of Georgia. 
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regret he felt that Justice Little desired 
to sever his connection with the highest 
tribunal of the state, and complimented 
Judge Little upon the faithful discharge 
of the duties of his office. 

Judge Little was elected for his present 
term in. 1900 for six years. It has been 
generally known among his friends that 
his‘ health was not of the best, but it 
was never supposed for a moment that 
he contemplated resigning. It is under- 
stood that it is his intention to resume 
the practice of law at his home in Co- 
lumbus. 

Since his election to the supreme bench

North Carolina Convicts Pay 
Off Back Debts of 
Fusionists. 


Raleigh, N. C., January 1.—(Special.)— 
The biennial report of the state peniten- 
tiarv, made to Governor Aycock today, 
shows that two years ago the legislature 
appropriated $100,000 to pay penitentiary 
debts contracted under previous fusion 
administration. Qf this amount $80,000 
was expended. 

The penitentiary now has this balance 
of $20,000 in cash and other net assets 
which makes the total over $90,000 for 
the two years. Part of the assets are 225 
bales of cotton. There are no debts,

The legislation which it is 
principally concerned to prevent is 
that which is demanded by the people 
in defense of their rights and proper- 
ties. The special interests, the trusts 
and monopolies that prey upon the 
people, are those against whom the 
people ask for repressive statutes. 

Now, the trusts and their coparcen- 
ers are not asking for any positive 
legislation in their behalf. They do 
not come boldly up to congress and 
say “pass us a bill that will deliver 
us from competition and enable us to 
rob the people at our own sweet pleas: 
ure.” They already have those ben- 
efits by the simple effect of the Ding- 
ley tariff bill. They are given by it 
the protection they want from for- 
eign or independent home competition 
and they are consolidating into mon- 
ster mechanisms of extortion. What 
more could they ask? Nothing, except 
to be let alone! ; 

The greatest influence§ at work 
upon congress and in congress are 
aimed to preyent any legislation that 
would break down a single inch of the 
high protection wall, or put in jeop- 
ardy any of the interests of the com- 
bines, whether of production, manu- 
facture or transportation. The senate 
and house are both keyed to the cry 
of “Don't..’ Don’t tinker with the 
tariff! Don’t lop off the heads of the 
trusts! Don’t interfere with estab- 
lished industries that have grown into 
gigantic monopolies! 

Congress, in this view of its case— 
and who shall! say it is not a fully war- 
ranted view?—is~no longer the peo- 
ple’s legislature, but only and no more 


than the junta of the tariff jugger-

Megacephalous Monroeism. 
The proposal by Colonel Henry Wat- 
terson to seize the present or any oth- 
er early occasion to revise and define 
the Monroe doctrine has created a 


flood of mixed comment from the press 


of the country. It is the view, it 
would seem, of the dashing Ken- 
tuckian, that- the Monroe principle 


should be expanded into an emphatic 
declaration of the right of the United 
States ‘to have and to hold” whatever 
territory wherever located that it 


| pleases and can occupy and defend, 
| granting the same right to all other 


world powers. 

That means to set up feudalism in 
international policy, reaffirm the old 
doctrine that “might makes right,” 
and let loose the dogs of war from 
one end of Christendom to the other. 
Colonel Watterson does not believe 
that war between the United States 
and foreign powers would be an inev- 
itable consequence of such a laissez 
faire policy. His idea is that our pow- 
er can be made so overwhelmingly 
manifest as to deter any prudent na- 


tion abroad from provoking us into a 


fight. We are to be the immune na- 
tion of all the earth and the little na- 
tions after us would be in duty bound 
to get our permission to stay on the 
earth. 

All that is very fantastic and ful- 
some to ourselves, but we seriously 
doubt if the scheme would work out 
in the baking. Our splendid isolation 
is no more and if our present land- 
grabbing spasm doesn’t settle down 
into a chronic lust for territory wher- 
ever our politics or trade may demand 


it, we will be most lucky. But even as 


things are, we are no longer as se- 
cure from the jealousies of other pow- 


ers as we were before we took over: 


our island possessions. We can now 
be hit quickly and hardly in any one 
of them, our fleets and armies drawn 
upon for their safety and our home 
territory menaced in many ways and 
places to keep us under arms and mon- 
strous busy. 

The only apparently feasible way 
for us to carry out the Wattersonian 
idea would be to keep several million 
men under arms, build up a navy that 
could blockade all the ports of the 


north Atlantic and north Pacific that | 
_belong to European nations, and then 


lick anything in the shape of a war 


ship that we caught upon the high seas. 


This scheme of militarism, navalism 
and international knock-out pugilism 
is, we are confident, altogether too

Chattahoochee Pumping Station. 

The betlers at this station are in very 
good condition, and, considering the 
heavy and continuous pumpage they have 
been called on to do, the engines are also 
in good condition, wiin the exception of 
the pump valves. The Troy vaives that 
were put in when the engines were built 
nine years ago have worn out. Mr. 
Gramling, the engineer in charge at this 
station, has faced ‘off the valve seats un- 
til there is not thread enough left in the 
feats to hold the cages. The stems and 
the holes in the cages have worn so much 


‘that it is impossibie for the valves to be 


seated. We have had to work constant- 
ly on these valves during the whole year 
in order to keep the reservoir supplied 
with water; but, in spite of the work 
that has been done on them, the “‘slip’’ 
through them back into the suction pipe 
has been exceedingly heavy; in fact, we 
wasted enough coal on this account dur- 
ing the year to purchase a new outfit of 
valves for both pumps. From Mr. uram- 
ling’s report, the eighty-five valves pur- 
chased from the Cotton States Belting 
ard Supply Company are nearly as badly 
worn already as those that came with 
the pumps—the metal is entirely too soft 
for the gritty water we have to pump. 
There are 2,896 valves in the two pumps. 
and they are all badly worn. Patching 
and putting in a few valves will do no 
good toward stopping the ‘slip.’ What 
water is wasted down through these 
valves takes as much coal, labor and sup- 
pies as if it went into the reservoir. I 
ave called the attention of the board 
te the condition of these valves for the 
past three years, and recommended that 
new valves be put in. I again call your 
attention to the matter, and respectfully 
urge that a full equipment of 2,396 valves 
be put in at once, and a few more pur- 
—* to allow for breakage and re- 


Boiler Furnaces. 

The furnaces for our boilers all need 
relining, and also new grate bars. I sug- 
gest that we try one battery of three 
boilers with the United States shaking 
grate bar, as they have agreed to equip 
one battery of boilers with their grate 
bars and give us thirty days’ trial, and 
f they do not come up to the guarantee 
in every way, and we are not satisfied, 
they will take them back, we paying the 
return freight. If they prove satisfac- 
tory, it would be advisable to equip the 
seven two batteries with the same grate 


_. Filtering Heater. 
Our pumpage has increased so rapidly 
that we are troubled with muddy water 
in our boilers all the time, for we have 


to use the water from the river for the 
boilers when it is too muddy to pump. 


The result is that the boilers have to be . 


inspected and washed out every ten days 
or two weeks. BHesides the labor it takes 
to do this we burn from 1,800 to 
pounds of coal to heat the boilers again; 
and the coal alone would be quite an item 
during the year. To avoid all of this 
trouble and expense the plant should be 
samippee with a filtering heater, which 
would take out most of the mud and heat 
the water to 200 degrees before it goes 
into the boilers. The cleaner the water 
and the hotter it goes into the boilers, the 
less coal we will burn to operate the 
plant.

The council indorsed it and ap- 
nae to the legislature for authority to 
issue $400,000 of bonds for that purpose. 
rhe legislature has passed the bill: au- 
thorized the issue of bonds, and it now 
rests with the people to vote on the issue. 
I respectfully urge that the board take 
this matter up at once, and place before 
the people the necessity for these addi- 
tions to our system. If the people should 
then defeat the ‘bonds, the responsibility 
will rest on them and not on the board.

I beg to cajl attention to the. necessity 
of an additional clerk in the office. The 
volume of work has increased to’ such 
an extent that I had to detail one of the 
inspectors to assist in the office. We are 
now short one inspector, and need an- 
other. I have had to employ one and 
pay his salary from expense account. I 
therefore recommend that a young man 
be employed.to assist. the bookkeeper at 
a salary of $0 or $60 per month, and put 
George Saxe, who is now at that work, 
back in the main office, where he is 
needed, and put Mr. Smith, the inspector, 
who is now in the office, back on his 
route.

Frank Weldon Talks. 

Frank Weldon,

enterprise in a general way, as it would 
be premature to go into details.

“We have the raw. material, fron 
lumber, near at hand. Detroit, a large 
car manufacturing point, gets 
her lumber from south Georgia and 
much of her pig iron from Birmingham, 
hauling them hundreds of miles further 
than we would have to transport them. 
labor is cheaper here and tthe cost of 
manufacturing would be considerably less 
in Atlanta- than in Detroit, St. Louis or 
Jefferson City.

Big Plant Contemplated. 

“The plans contemplate a plant with 
a capacity of thirty cars a day, or 9,00 
to 10.000 cars a year. The plant will be 
up to date with the newest and best ma- 
chinery. You could not give these gen- 
tlemen second-hand machinery, except 
for scrap. Old machinery will break 
any car,works in a short time. 

“We Have now in this country about 
1,500,000 freight cars, or seven to every 
mile of railroad. Traffic tonnage is in- 
creasing & to 10 per cent a year, and we 
are building 6,000 miles of new road an- 
nually. 

“The total output of all the car plants 
in the United States in 1902 was 162,000 
freight cars, or just about enough to 
aceommodate the new business, and al- 
lowing nothing for the destruction of 
cars. The average life of a freight car 
is estimated at fifteen years and the 
normal destruction is in round numbers 
100.000 a year. So the country is running 
short something: like 100,000 cars every 
twelve months. 

‘gt is not absolutely certain that the 
proposed ‘works will be located in At- 
lanta, but I am trying very hard to get 
them here and hope to succeed.

BODY OF EWING 
STILL UNCLAIMED 


It May Be Turned Over to Medical 
College for Dissection. 


HIS RELATIVES NOT FOUND 


Efforts To Obtain Information as to 
Man Shét-and Killed on South- 
ern Train Recehtly Prove 
Futile — Description 
of Dead Man. 


The body of James B. Ewing, the young 
man who was shot and killed on an out- 
g0ing Southern passenger train several 
days ago, still lies in the undertaking 
parlors of H. M. Patterson, unclaimed 
by relatives or friends, and with the 
probability growing stronger each day 
that it will be given over as a victim ta 
the dissecting knives of a medical col- 
lege. 

The efforts to locate the former home 
of Ewing or the whereabouts of his rela- 
tives or friends, or to ascertain any infor- 
mation regarding the dead man, have 
proven futile. Mr. Patterson will make 
still another effort in this direction to- 
‘day. He has reteived a letter from .W. 
H. Ewing, of Farmville, Va., in response 
to a telegram, in which it is suggested 
that some information might be obtained 
by communication with Smith's Grove, 
Ky., or W. A: Ewing, National Soldiers’ 
Home. Cincinnati. He stated yesterday 
afternoon that he would write to these 
places today. 

Mr. Patterson states that he 
the body probably another week before 
delivering it to a medical college. Under 
the law. the college has to hold it sixty 
days before mutilating it In,any way. 
The following is a description of the 
dead man and may serve to identify him: 

He is 5 feet 8 inches in height, clean 
shaven, and appears to be about twenty- 
four years of age. He has a square 
mouth and chin, receding forehead, and 
hair parted in thermiddle. At the time of 
his death he wore dark blue trousers, 
gray coat and vest, and soft wool hat.

ations. I have heard him say that the 
Sherman act Nas done more harm than 
good, although I have not discussed the 
matter with him sufficiently to know 
just why he thought so or to get his rea- 
sons for tne position he takes. 


Believes in Publicity. 

. “My pbellef,” continued the senator, ‘“‘is 
that publicity about the affairs of ail 
copartnership and corporate business 
combinations will be of benefit to the 
great body. of the people. While I do 
not believe that publicity is all that is 
needed to regulate trusts and correct 
other business deficiencies, 1 am of the 
opinion that it is tne foundation for the 
successful. regulation and management 
of the same, 

“I have no criticism to pass on Mr. 
Knapp for expressing his well-known 
views on the subject. That I leave for 
others to do. Of course his position as 
president of the interstate commerce 
commission gives his views on this sub- 
ject greater weight tnan~ they might 
otherwise have. I have advocated a pol- 
icy of publicity-in trust transactions, be- 
cause I thought it just and proper. 

“I sincerely regret that the bill I in- 
troduced early in the present session to 
regulate trusts was not referred to tne 
committee on interstate ‘commerce. 1 
fear it was.a mistake on my part to re- 
fer it to the judiciary committee, of 
which Senator Hoar is chairman. The 
present indications are that my bill is 
to be smothered to death in that com- 
mitfee. Had I sent it to my own com- 
mittee I would have at least been com- 
plimented by getting a report on it.

“Senator Hoar has informed me that 
ne is engaged in drafting a trust bill of 
his own, but he did. not state how far 
he had progressed in his work.

They also figure 
on witnessing some big fires ‘to enable 
them to form some opinion as to the ex- 
pertness of the American fire brigades, 
and compare them with their own body 
at home, but the building arrangements 
will be their first object. 

The continued increase in land values 
in London and .the exorbitant prices 
which the L. Cc. C.—as the council is al- 
ways called in London—has to pay for 
damages in connection with their street 
improvement schemes render it impera- 
tive that the style of architecture which 
Obtains in London must be altered. 
There. is a prejudice against the “sky- 
scraper” in London, but the council feels 
that something of the kind, in a modified 
form, must be introduced if its housing 
and improvement schemes are to go on. 

The population is clamoring for im- 
provements and better housing, and at 
the same time the taxpayers are rebel- 
ling against what they consider to be 
excessive rates. The housing committee 
of the council can only see one way out 
of the difficulty and that is to introduce 
the block system of America in Lon- 
don. It is, therefore, likely that when the 
new thoroughfare from’ Holbern to the 
Strand is completed many of the build- 
ings which will be constructed therein 
will be American in style.

The white people have 
accumulated wealth, the negroes are ac- 
cumulating it; the white people are crazy 
over education, the negroes are following 
thei? example. 


Developments of Forty Yers. 

Judge Speer says that ‘in the United 
States the negro farmers own and operate 
(46,717 farms, containing 58,233,933 acres— 
more land than is contained in the great 
State of Georgia. Judge Speer says this 
land is worth $499,943,734; and the same au- 
thority calculated that these farms return 
a net profit of $241,346.572 every year. 
Surely, says the judge, “‘it is idle to speak 
of the deportation of a population so 
valuable.’’ But these negroes have not 
added alone to the coffers of their white 
neighbors; they have reduced their own 
illiteracy 50 per cent. They have children 
in the schools, 1,800,000. The students in 
the higher institutions of learning number 
40,000; teachers, 30,000: students pursulng 
classical and scientific course, 2,400: stu- 
dents taking business courses, 1,000; grad- 
uates, 17,000. There are 300,000 books in 
libraries owned by negroes; 160 institutions 
of higher and industrial education; 500 
physicians; 1,000 books written by colored 
authors; 5 banks; § newspapers; libraries 
worth $600,000. They have school property 
valued at $12,000,000; church property at 
$10,000,000; personal! $165,000,000; homes, 3325,- 
0,000; total  $889,000,000, making sx 
per capigm for every black man, 
woman and child in America, 
That the negroes have gained this much 
in forty years and have at the same time 
contributed $15,000,900, outside their taxes, 
toward their own education, is a fact 
that challenges the attention of all 
thoughtful men. 

Thus the record of the forty years has 
settled the fact that the negro is here, 
and here to stay. I do not think that 
there is any large desire to deport the 
negro either to the Philippines ur to 
Africa. America is the negro’s home, 
and there is not now nor ever will be a 
sufficient disposition or power to separate 
him from it. The record iso shows that 
ihe negro is not likely to die out. Forty 
years ago he was four millions, today he

were left out the fact that the white peo 
ple of the south as well as of the north 
have directly and indirectly done al] that 
it was pogsible, under the circumstances, 
to aid the negro to make tbe most oi 
himself. Year after year the white man 


keep the negro down without retarding 
his own progress. It is a great gain that 
the white people are willing and anxious 
that the negro should have industrial 
education. with common school training, 
that the negro may be able to intelli- 
gently earn his bread with the sweat of 
his brow. He who reads the record wise- 
ly will not fail to see that the dominant 
race. will eventually freely concede equal 
elective franchise to the negro, for, in the 
language of Lincoln, “they will probably 
need his help, in some trying time to 
come, to keep the jewel of liberty within 
the family of freedom.’ Patience and 
nonest labor will conquer all things. If i 
read the signs of the times correctly, 
there is even now a world-tendency to- 
ward the golden rule. No nation is out- 
side this world-tendency; it is as irresist- 
ible as- the law of gravitation; it acts 
without regard to race, or color, not only 
upon every individual, but upon every na- 
tion and people. Influenced by this law, 
no people nor race will long prevent an- 
other from making the mest of itself. 

In concluding this address, 1 want to 
call your earnest attention to the fact 
that there is no line of work which af- 
fords more inviting and lucrative field 
of work than agriculture. There is no 
prejudice in the sol. The fact that negro 
farmers earn in Georgia from their 83,000 
farms over a million acres of land, a net 
profit of $26,046,551 every year, is an un- 
answerable argument 
pay. The chief trouble is that our farm- 
ers are not frugal and saving. 


Should Be Home Builders. 
Among the greatest evils which affect

our people is the lack of a definite aim 
for some definite object—a fixed plan and 
purpose to secure homes and make these 
homes fit dwelling places for the rearing 
of a family. There can be no substantial 
progress or happiness without decent 
homes and the ownership of these homes 
is the surest basis for our moral uplift- 


’ ing. These homes should never be mort- 


gaged except under the greatest distress. 
They should be the center of an effort 
to raise hogs, chickens and such food- 
stuffs as will keep the owner out of debt 
and enable him to pay his taxes and ed- 
ucate his children. 

It is needless to specify the numerous 
ways in which our people fritter away 
their time, money and labor without the 
securing of homes or the necessaries of 
life. No successful farmer can spend 
every Saturday in the city or allow his 
sons to loaf: nor can he indulge in the 
luxuxry of fine clothes and fine buggies, 
often bought on time. He must avoid 
lawsuits and ‘“‘fusses.” 

It must be confessed with regret that 
there is too much excuse for the charge 
of unreliability that is frequently made 
against some of our people. Strict and 
sterling honesty, not only in our business 
transactions, but in all our labor rela- 


A full and honest 
day’s labor should be our part Of the 
contract which makes it incumbent upon 
our employers to pay a full and honest 
day’s wages. 
shiftlessness, laziness and unreliability is 
fixed upon the race because of so many 
young men parading the city’s streets 
and hanging around public places. This 
is a crying evil and must be abated. Insist 
upon it that your boys and girls work at 
home, where they are under your con- 
trol. If they are sent off to school, see 
that they return home in the vacation 
and work unless they have suitable work 
elsewhere. Be careful how you consent 
or your boys to go north to work at sum- 
mer resorts, etc.; as a rule these boys 
become of very little benefit to the race. 
Generally speaking, the best boys are 
those that reach maturity near their 
fathers’ farms. 

Education should still be the watch- 
word. Educate in books, in work and in 
morals. In fact, there is no true educa- 
tion which does not train the head, the 
hand and the heart. There is no occupa- 
tion: in Hfe which cannot be more suc- 
cessfully engaged in by a trained man 
with greater profit than by an ignorant 
one. Ignorance is a great bane and akin 
to viciousness. An empty head and an 
idle hand are pretty sure indications of a 
vicious heart in a worthless man. Our 
sons and daughters must be educated to 
do the work which is at ‘hand, whether 
in the office, home, shop or field or 
kitchen. If it is our lot to be a servant 
we should prove a better servant in free- 
dom than we were in slavery: Then we 
served for nothing; now we serve for pay. 

Any kind of work by which a man can 
honestly earn his dafly bread and be 
enabled to discharge his duties as a man 
and citizen is honorable, whether it be 
labor of the head, hand or heart, if these 
can be separately used in work. But we 
insist that our farmers should have some 
definite object in view—chief of which 
are home getting and the rearing of a 
family. But with all our efforts I recog- 
nize the fact that there can be no per- 
manent success without the happy and 
peaceful cooperation of our white neigh- 
bors. I therefore recommend, in so far-as 
possible, we earnestly cooperate with 
them in every way for the advancement 
of our common country. We should 
promptly and willingly pay our taxes and 
faithfully discharge our every civic duty.

January L—The negroes of Bos- 
ton in Faneuil hall today observed the 
fortieth anniversary of the emancipa- 
tion proclamation. Rev. W. H. Scott, 
of Woburn, presided over an audience 
which filled the historic structure.

HOPE TO LEAVE. 
HORSE GUARD 


Commander of Troop Will 
Not Accept a Re- 
election. 


Captain George M. Hope will not be 
the commanding officer of the Governor's 
Horse Guard after the next election, 
which takes place during February of 
this year. Such is the announcement 
that has already been made to the mem- 
bers of the company by Captain Hope. 

A special meeting has been called for 
next Monday night in the armory for 
the purpose of selecting his successor. 

It is conceded by members of the com- 
mand that either First Lieutenant Asa 
G. Candler or Second Lieutenant W. T. 
B. Wilson will succeed to the captaincy 
of the troop. 

Captain Lope, it is said, has long want- 
ed to leave the captaincy of the Govern- 
or’s Horse Guard because he found that 
the duties of the place were conflicting 
with his personal interests. 

It is also said that the commander of 
the troop and the members of the com- 
mand have not entirely agreed in regard 
to his course with reference to the well 
Known Seagirt incident, which resulted in 
Captain Hope conducting a lively corre- 
epondence with several of the military 
men of Savannah. 

It is announced that the members of the 
troop did not adopt resolutions indorsing 
the course of Captain Hope and tnat he 
therefore has decided to not accept re- 
election to the captaincy. It is also 
Stated, however, that there ig no friction 
between the captain and the members of 
his command. 

They will accord to him the distinction 
that has been given all the former com- 
manders of the troop, which is that of 
being elected a ‘‘past captain,” a rank 


/ that obtains only in the Governor's Horse 


Guard and which is held by several dis- 
tinguished Atlantans. 

,There will be much regret in the milli- 
tary circle because of the determination 
of Captain Hope to retire from the com- 
mand of the Governor’s Horse Guard. He 
has for several years been one of the 
most popular officers of the local com- 
mands and under his direction the Gov- 
ernor’s Horse Guard has become one of 
the most impertant troops in the service 
of the state. . 


HELPEDFUNSTON 
NAB AGUINALDO 


Hilario Placido, Filipino, Un- 
der Life Sentence--What 
Funston Says of Him. 


Denver, Colo., January 1.—Maniia dis- 
patches received at the headquarters of 
the army of the Colorado in this city | 
state that Hilario Placido, a Filipino, who ; 
eided General Funston in the capture of 
Aguinaldo, has been sentenced to life im- 
prisonment for murdef. Details of the 
crime are lacking, but General Funston 
and other army officers here, who know 
the scout, believe that the crime was 
committed since they left the island, as 
it does not seem probable that Placido 
could have been called to. aceount for 
something done during the timé he was 
engaged as an active participant in the 
revolution. In speaking of Placido, Gen- 
eral Funston said: 

“He was nevér my spy, and the only 
money he ever received from the United 
States was fgr the part he took in the 
capture of Aguinaldo. He fought against 
the Spaniards and then took up arms 
against the United States. In 1899 he was 
severely wounded, being shot through the 
lung. He recovered and again took an 
active part in the war. The following 
year he surrendered at the same time 
that General Garcia did. He was a pris- 
cner for about three months, and then i 
1eleased him. He took the oath of allegi- 
ance and oftentimeg, of his own volition, 
gave me infosmation regarding the enemy. 
Hle was not a spy in the sense of ths 
word that he was in the government's 
employ, nor did he ever go into their 
Lines for information for our use. 

“When I arranged the plan for the cap- 
ture of Aguinaldo I took Placide along. 
He did not know the object of the expedi- 
tion until we were well under way. I 
then explained my plan to him, and he 
egreed to help me In order to carry out 
the schém: he became the tiominal com- 
manderjof the expedition, as it was.neces- 
sary to make the natives think that we

Mazatlan, Mex., January 1.—There is no 
longer the slightest doubt that the dis- 
| ease now afflicting this city is genuine 
| Asiatic plague, for microscopic investi- 


are in the blood of those afflicted with 
the disease. The plague has grown viru- 
lent within the last forty-eight hours, 
and the alarm which had begun in some 
measure to abate has returned with in- 
creased strength. The people are fleeing 
from the city at the rate of 300 per day, 
amd some five thousand have already 
gone. 

It is a remarkable fact that more than 
60 per cent of the persons attacked are 
women, 

The news cf the recrudescense of the 
| plague at this port has reathed the in- 
terior towns of the state and is causing 
panic. Sanitary cordons of armed men 
have been placed around the towns tv 
prevent the entrance of any one from 
this place. 

Hermosillo, Mex., January 1.—Owing to 
the scare caused by the epidemic at. Ma- 
zatlan, strenuous measures are being tak- 
en here to improve the sanitary condi- 
tions of the city. Streets are to be kept 
scrupulously clean, and the city govern- 
ment has appointed an inspector for each 
city block, whose duty it is to enter every 
house i nthe block, at least once during 
the day, make a thorough inspection 
and report any suspicious sickness,

Six months ago, when The Railway 
Age published its summary of railroad 
building for the first half of 1902, it ap 
peared evident that the new mileage for 
the entire year, would exceed 6.000 miles.

German military authorities are criti- 
cising very severely the discipline which 
is maintained in our army, their text be- 
ing the statistics of crimes and court- 
martials for the last year. According tv 
these, 1,081 Soldiers deserted. 846 left the 
garrisons without leave, Toot were 
toxicated while on duty, 477 were guilty 
of robbery, 263 were found sleeping on 
post, 6 committed murder and 2,445 were 
dismissed from the service.
